At the full council 
meeting on Wednesday, 
July 18, Mr Mepham 
said: “Deborah 

McMillan is not 
returning to her post here 
and we need to appoint to 


the role. 

“We are exploring a 
combined education 
service with Merthyr 
Tydfil which will be 
developed should a 
business case be agreed 
but the new appointment 
is a Bridgend 
appointment.” 

Lindsay Harvey has 
been the interim 
education director since 
early 2017 having joined 
from Swansea Council 
where he was the chief 
education officer.

Citizens Advice to 
spending more 
time on mental 
health issues 


A NEW report from 
Citizens Advice has 
found non-health 
related issues, such 
as debt or housing, 
are taking up more 
time during mental 
health 
appointments 
compared to last 
year. 

The number of people 
in Wales with mental 
health problems who use 
Citizens Advice reached 
over 9,500 last year. 

They found that 8 in 
10 practitioners surveyed 
by the charity said they 
had less time to deliver 
clinical care after being 
asked to assist with tasks 
like writing up debt 
management plans and 
contacting public service 
bodies. 

A number of Citizens 
Advice run advice 


sessions in CP surgeries 
and hospitals to allow 
health professionals to 
focus on treatment, and 
help people tackle 
practical problems which 
can cause or contribute to 
their poor mental health. 

Kate Henson, chief 
officer of Citizens 
Advice Bridgend said: 
“Practical problems, like 
debt, can often be more 
difficult to manage if you 
also have mental health 
problems. 

“This new research 
shows it’s too often 
mental health 

professionals who are 
spending appointment 
time helping patients 
with wider problems. We 
are here to provide 
practical support for 
people with mental 
health problems in our 
community.”

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Site of former 
school could 
make way 
for 40 homes 


PLANS to demolish 
a former primary 
school and build 40 
homes will go 
before councillors 
later this month. 

The plans involve 
demolishing Pencoed 
Primary School and 
building 12 one-bed 
apartments, 15 two-bed 
houses, seven three-bed 
houses and six four-bed 
houses. 

A new £10.8m school 
has been built close to 
the site which brings 
together the infant and 
junior schools on to one 
site. It opens to pupils 
on the first day of the 
new term, September 5. 

The old school 
includes a range of 
buildings that date back 
to the early 1900s. 

The new development 
will be 100 per cent 
affordable housing, with 
the majority of homes 
being two storeys high. 

The flats 

accommodation block at 
the junction of 
Wimbome Road and 
Penprysg Road will be 
three storeys high. 

Asbri Planning has 
submitted the full 


planning application on 
behalf of Jehu Group on 
the site of around 1.8 
acres. 

Vehicular access to 
the site will be in two 
locations. The main 
access to 28 homes will 
be on the western 
boundary of Wimbome 
Road. 

A three-metre wide 
shared 

foot way/cycle way is 
proposed along the 
northern kerbline of the 
new access, connecting 
Wimbome Road to 
Penprysg Road through 
the development site. 

The second vehicular 
access will serve the 
flats and will be 
positioned along the 
southern site boundary 
onto Wimbome Road, 
around 20 metres from 
the existing road 
junction with Penprysg 
Road. 

A full report on the 
application was due to 
be presented to the 
development control 
committee on July 19 
but was deferred 
following the late receipt 
of amended plans. 

Planning officers said 
it was necessary to 


formally re-consult and 
invite revised comments 
from residents and 
consultees. 

Councillors on the 
planning committee are 
expected to discuss and 
decide on the application 
at the next meeting on 
August 30. 

The new school will 
cater for up to 510 
pupils aged between four 
and 11 and will include 
sports and leisure 
facilities that can be 
shared with the wider 
community. It also 
includes a 70-place 
nursery and facilities for 
children with special 
educational needs. 

The project has been 
jointly funded by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) and the Welsh 
Government’s 21st 
century schools 
programme.

Summer family films 
COME join us for free summer 
family films throughout the 
summer, every Saturday at 4pm at 
Horeb Chapel, Dinam Close, 
Nantymoel (CF32 7PU). 

Wonder Woman, August 4; Mr 
Popper’s Penguins, kxxgv&i 11; The 
Woot/carvor, August 18. 
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OTTERS, bats, birds, foxes 
and centuries-old trees are 
not normally what you’d 
expect to see in hospital 
grounds. 

But the green space around 
Glanrhyd Hospital in Bridgend is 
teeming with so much life, that it 
has been called ‘a reservoir for 
biodiversity’. 

Extensive work has secured the 
site a Green Flag Award - a first 
for a hospital in Wales - and 
representatives of ABMU, 
including chairman Andrew 
Davies, collected the flag at a 
special ceremony in Barry. 

“The beauty of places like 
Glanrhyd is that you have people 
coming into contact with the 
wildlife which is thoroughly good 
for us,” said Dan Lock, who is 
based at Bryngarw Country Park 
in Bridgend county and is a 
development manager for natural 
heritage with Awen Cultural Trust, 
who assisted with the project. 

“There are all sorts of studies 
showing that half an hour outside 
lowers blood pressure and 
cortisone levels. These places are 
important for physical health and 
mental health. From a social point 
of view, they help to bring people 
together doing simple, healthy 
things.” 

Opened in 1864 as the 
Glamorganshire County Asylum, 
the grounds were designed to 
standards at the time which 
dictated that patients should have 
adequate room for agricultural, 
horticultural and recreational 
activities. 

Although they have been kept 


to a high standard ever since, a 
large amount of work was done to 
satisfy the criteria required by 
environmental charity Keep Wales 
Tidy to secure the Green Flag, 
only the second awarded to a 
hospital in the UK. 

Mark Humphreys, assistant 
technical services officer 
(environment) at ABM UHB, said: 
“To achieve the award, we had to 
be a welcoming place, have a safe 
environment for people coming on 
site and also look at the facilities 
for the general public coming 
through.” 

Patients from Caswell Clinic 
and Taith Newydd on the site have 
helped to dig over and plant up 
beds with wild flowers and helped 
to build three bug hotels. 

Caswell patients have also 
taken part in litter-picking 
sessions and observed birds and 
animals within the grounds and 
helped to clear invasive 
Himalayan balsam from the river 
path just outside the grounds. 

Ruth Battye, occupational 
therapy technician at Caswell 
Clinic, said: “Staff and patients at 
Caswell Clinic enjoy and 
appreciate the Glanrhyd Hospital 
grounds and surrounds and often 
chat to people walking their dogs 
in the area. 

“We think the wider community 
likes the site too and would like to 
know more about what we do 
here. All the people who use the 
site have been happy to see the 
progress of the Greener Glanrhyd 
project.” 

Bird and bat boxes are also set 
to be installed and interpretive 
boards have been erected around 


the site detailing the wildlife that 
lives there. 

ABMU worked with Awen’s 
WoodB, which offers employment 
opportunities for adults with 
disabilities, with the trainees using 
fallen trees to build the frames for 
the interpretive boards. 

Further work is planned for the 
future to ensure that Glanrhyd’s 
grounds get even greener. 

Damian Lewis, environmental 
support officer for the health 
board, said he hopes patients and 
local community groups will take 
ownership of each of the sections 
in the segmented garden, growing 
flowers and even their own edible 
crops. 

Dan Lock said well-managed 
green areas like the grounds at 
Glanrhyd are vital in maintaining 
healthy populations of wildlife. 

“It’s hugely important because 
we need houses and development, 
but it does push wildlife into ever 
smaller territory. When you have 
an area like Glanrhyd that is 
managed sensitively, it becomes a 
reservoir for biodiversity and it 
will spill out into the rest of the 
area.” 

Sian Harrop-Griffiths, director 
of strategy at ABMU, said: “We 
are thrilled that Glanrhyd Hospital 
has become the first in Wales to be 
awarded a Green Flag. 

“I’d like to pay tribute to the all 
of the staff and volunteers that 
have been involved with this 
project and I look forward to 
seeing the grounds at Glanrhyd 
develop further.”

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PORTHCAWL NEWS, AUGUST 1918... 

The agony of local families, waiting so 
long for news of their missing loved ones 



PORTHCAWL historian Ceri Joseph 
continues her series^ looking back 100 
years to see how World War One was 
affecting the town. This month, she 
looks at August, 1918 

‘KEEP YOUR MOUTHS SHUT. The 
success of any operation we carry out 
depends chiefly on surprise. 

‘THE SUCCESS OE THE OPERATION AND 
THE LIVES OE YOUR COMRADES DEPEND 
ON YOUR SILENCE.’ 

This notice was issued to every soldier, who was 
ordered to paste it in his pay book. General Henry 
Rawlinson was obsessive regarding the planning 
for the ‘All Arms Battle’ scheduled for August 8- 
10 . 

Although ironically, it had been Rawlinson’s 
Eourth Army that had been vilified for the failure of 
July 1, 1916; this time it was an entirely different 
operation. 

‘Eirepower not manpower,’ general staff officers 
from Canadian, Australian and British Divisions, 
plus supporting Erench units, combined their 
expertise in the planning in order to maximise the 
impact of the air, artillery, infantry and tank units. 

In the days before the Battle of Amiens, troops in 
the area were very aware that something big was 
brewing. 

Entry in the diary of Porthcawlian 2nd 
Lieutenant Arthur David Glanffrwd (Gian) Evans 
MC, Glamorgan RHA: ‘August 1st Villers 
Bretonneux - Relieved Aussies in positions. N of 
Bois TAbbe. Preparing for the push. August 6th - 
Busy resecting positions.’ 


The 1/1 St Glamorganshire RHA had become 
attached to the 58th Divisional Trench Mortar 
Brigade in 1916, and had seen action throughout 
1917 near Arras and Ypres before being deployed to 
the Chauny area, south of St Quentin in early 1918. 

In August 1918, the 58th TMBs were posted to 
the Australian sector; the central position, which 
was near Ville Bretonneux within the 12-mile 
frontline. 

The British 3rd Division was left of the 
Australians near Albert, while the Canadian 
Division was to the right of the Australians, with 
the Erench situated further south at Montdidier. 

Amid a morning mist, enhanced by RAE 
smokescreens over the battlefield, at 4.20am on 
August 8 approximately 900 Allied guns opened 
fire while the infantry and tanks headed toward 
German lines. 

The Germans were so taken by surprise that 
within four hours, the Australian and Canadian 
troops had overrun their frontline and advanced 
three miles. It is said that the advance was so rapid 
that some Germans were captured while eating 
their breakfast. 

On that first day, which General Ludendorff 
christened the ‘Black Day of the German Army’, 
Allied forces captured 29,144 prisoners, 338 guns 
and liberated 116 towns. 

Gian wrote in his dairy: ‘Villers Bretonneux - 
everything went like clockwork. Never seen so 
many prisoners in my life.’ It came at a cost to the 
allies, who suffered 21,243 casualties, a quarter of 
whom were killed. The Battle of Amiens heralded 
the start of the 100 days to victory and the end of 
trench warfare. 

The Porthcawl News, issue August 1, reported 
that Mrs Winifred Richards of Sunny Cottage, New 


Road had received news that her husband Private 
Ewart Richards, a signaller with the l/6th Battalion, 
Durham Light Infantry, was a prisoner of war at 
Limberg, Germany. 

The relief that Mrs Richards must have felt had 
been experienced earlier in July by Mrs Annie 
Williams of 7, Elorence Street, Nottage, when her 
husband Private Caradoc Williams, also l/6th 
Battalion, Durham Light Infantry, had written a 
postcard home informing her that he had been 
captured and was a PoW at Limberg. 

On May 27, the l/6th Durham Light infantry 
were in the front line in the Erench Sixth Army area 
‘resting’ when the hammer-blow fell on the Chemin 
des Dames. The enemy bombardment began, as 
expected, at lam; the assault on the Durham’s 
positions began at about 3.30am and an hour later it 
was all over. 

The front-line companies were overwhelmed 
almost immediately and in short order the l/6th and 
l/8th DEI, plus a pioneer battalion from the l/7th 
DEI had been annihilated. Those who survived 
were taken prisoner. 

However, whereas Private Richards had 
remained in contact with home and had returned to 
Porthcawl safely and to his job as a butcher in early 
1919, Annie had not heard another word from 
Caradoc since she had been informed by the DEI 
York that, although he had been taken ill in August 
1918 and transferred to the hospital at Rethel, he 
was back working in Limberg Camp by September 
1918. 

Caradoc, one of seven children, was born at 37 
Oxford Street, Pontycymmer in 1893 to Samuel, a 
hairdresser, and Elizabeth Williams. While 
working as a collier, Caradoc had enlisted at 
Blaengarw on December 11, 1915; yet at 5ft 1 M 
ins in height and weighing 7 stone 91bs, he was not 
called up until December 10, 1917. 

Prior to being called up, he had married Annie 
Maria Gillet in May 1917, at which time he was 
working as a chauffeur. The newly-married couple 
set up home in Nottage, where on April 2, 1918 
their son Caradoc George was bom. 

Polio wing call-up in December 1917, Caradoc 
was sent to the Llanion Barracks, Pembroke Dock 
where he joined up with the 4th Battalion Welsh 
Regiment (Reserve). Pollowing a medical and a 
short period of training he was assigned to the 
Durham Light infantry, to which he was officially 
transferred on April 19, 1918 on arrival at the 
Regimental Pield Head Quarters in Prance. 

Nearly a year later on Pebmary 19, 1919 the DEI 
Infantry Record Office, York wrote to Annie asking 
her if she had had any communication from 
Caradoc, as according to their records he had been 
repatriated. 

Annie had obviously already replied to this as 
there is a letter dated September 10,1919 where 
she explained that she had already informed them 
that she had not heard a thing since September 
1918. She wrote: ‘I hope I will soon hear 
something as it is wrong being kept in suspense 
like this.’ 

In her growing anxiety she wrote again on 
September 29, where she asked for more 
information and stated: ‘It seems the government 
had the men now they don’t care what has 
happened to them.’ 

Pollowing further investigation, on October 18 
the Record Office received a letter from Private 
Arthur Prescott, 3rd Welsh Regiment, who had 
been in Rethel Hospital with Caradoc in August 
1918. 

Arthur recounted: ‘He (Caradoc) was placed in 
the next bed to me. He was very bad. Next thing

that happened, he died and I saw them place him on 
a stretcher and carry him away.’ Caradoc died from 
dysentery. Arthur continued to explain that he left 
Rethel on August 27 and was returned to the POW 
Camp. 

‘Private Williams had been dead about a week 
when I left the hospital.’ This information was 
finally officially relayed to Annie on April 14, 1920 
whereupon Caradoc’s death is noted as: ‘Died in a 
German hospital at Rethel between August 20th-27, 
1918. War Records refer to his official date of 
death as August 27, 1918. Private Caradoc 
Williams, Army No 91749 has no known grave and 
is only remembered on the Porthcawl Memorial, 

All Saints’ Church. 

On August 3, while transporting wounded 
soldiers from Le Havre, Prance to Southampton, 
the hospital ship Her Majesty’s Australian 
Transport Warilda was sunk by German U Boat 
UC49. HMAT Warilda had been converted into a 
hospital ship in 1916 and had spent her war service 
in the English Channel. 

Despite being marked clearly with the Red 
Cross, after being torpedoed it took only two hours 
for the ship to sink and 123 out of the 801 aboard 
to perish. 

Aboard was Sergeant Richard Albert Power, 9 
John Street, Porthcawl. Albert initially served from 
August 31,1916 as a machine gunner with the 
Royal Welsh Pusiliers but by 1918 had been 
transferred to the Hood Battalion, Royal Naval 
Division. Pollowing a severe wound incurred from 
a bullet in July 1918, he was officially discharged 
on November 22, 1918. 

It is interesting to note that this was Albert’s 
second bullet wound, one of which remained in his 
body until the day he died September 1986, aged 
101 years old. Albert’s grave is on the left as you 
enter St John’s churchyard, Newton.

The choir is indebted to 
Mathew and also to our pianist 
and organist on the night, Glenn 
Crooks, for their hard work with 
the choir over the last months.

The funds stolen 
included money that 
Lott, as the treasurer for 
the clubs, had been 
directed to donate to ‘2 
Wish Upon a Star 
Loundation’ and 


#TeamLvsy 
charitable fund set up for 
the Velindre Cancer 
Centre by the family of 
PC Lvans who sadly 
passed away last year. 

“Justin Lott, 40 from 
Bridgend, who was a 
Detective Constable, 
resigned prior to being 
dismissed from the force 
following a special case 
hearing and was placed 
on the College of 
Policing Barred list.” 

The wife of PC Mike 
Lvans, Louise Lvans 
said: “I found out about 
the fact that Justin hadn’t 
paid the donations to 
Velindre about six weeks 
prior to Mike’s death. 

“We decided not to tell 
Mike, as at this time he 
was gravely ill and to 
have told him would 
have devastated him 
because, despite his 
illness and weakness, the 
sense of what he had 


achieved had made him 
proud and to find out it 
wasn’t what he thought 
would have had a huge 
impact on his mental 
state. 

“Justin was once a 
close friend and 
colleague of Mike and to 
find out the true extent of 
what has happened in this 
Court case is devastating. 

“This has affected 
Mike’s legacy and what 
we were working 
towards. 

“I feel betrayed, let 
down and humiliated. 
Charities are for good 
things to be said and not 
publically humiliated, 
which is what Justin has 
done.” 

Justin Lott was a 
serving police officer 
with South Wales Police 
between 28th January 
2002 and 1st April 2018 
when he resigned.

Her new 
family will also need to 
be mindful of the fact 
she is deaf and be 
careful not to startle her 
when sleeping, for 
example. She’ll be a fun 
addition to any family 
and would love anyone 
interested in rehoming 
her to get in touch.” 

Snowy would need to 
be the only dog in the 
home, but new owners 
need to be willing to 
work with the centre’s 
training team on her 
doggie socialisation 
skills.

our most vulnerable,” a council report says. 

It aims to prevent the need for homeless young 
people to be in “unsuitable temporary 
accommodation” such as bed and breakfasts. 

One of the young people supported by the 
scheme is now in her own housing association flat, 
while another continues to live at the project and 
could be in a position to start bidding for their own 
tenancy within the next three to four months, the 
report says. 

The Vale Council’s cabinet met on Monday (July 
30) to decide that the project should be extended 
for another six months. 

Extending the pilot will cost the council a further 
£65,964, the report says.

Cyril and Basil — still 
working the land at 90

THE year of 1928 
was quite a good 
one: it was the 
birth of Micky 
Mouse, and how 
many times have 
we heard the saying 
‘The best thing 
since sliced bread’? 
Well, the machine 
for doing that was 
invented in the 
USA in 1928. 

On top of that, both 
Cyril Creasey and I, 
Basil George, were born 
that year - Cyril early in 
the year and Basil late in 
the year. 

We met in the 1940s 
when both of us were 
working on farms in the 
Tythegston area near 
Bridgend. Cyril worked 
for Mr Fred Sheppard of 
Mynydd Herbert Farm at 
Stormy Down and I 
worked for Mr H L 
Knight of Tythegston 
Court. 

One morning in early 


1948,1 was heading to 
plough an eight-acre 
field of stubble on the 
old airfield with an Allis 
Chalmers model WF 
Tractor and an Oliver 
two-furrow semi digger 
plough. 

About an hour after I 
had started, Cyril and 
Mr Sheppard turned up 
with a team of horses 
and a single furrow to 


plough a field opposite 
me, some 800 yards 
away. So, having a fair 
sense of humour, I gave 
the WF a bit of welly 
with the idea being that 
by nightfall the eight 
acres would be finished 
- which I achieved by 
6pm. 

Meanwhile, Cyril had 
about an acre done and 
from what I could see 
had worked hard to 
achieve that. 

Two days later, I was 
driving up to Stormy 
Down on another Allis, 
model U, when I was 
flagged down by Mr 
Sheppard in his cattle 
lorry and I was told in 
no uncertain manner that 
I had cost him a fair 
amount of money, as 
Cyril had told him that if 
he didn’t buy a tractor 
and plough, he would 
not work on the farm. 


Therefore, according 
to Mr Sheppard, he had 
gone to Eddy John in 
Cowbridge and ordered 
a David Brown 
Cropmaster and three- 
furrow plough. 

However, he had a smile 
on his face when he told 
me this and all I could 
say was ‘well done’! 

I didn’t get any 
commission from Eddy 
John & Co, but at least I 
have the distinction of 
bringing Mr Sheppard 
and Cyril into the 20th 
century! 

Cyril is a well-known 
judge at ploughing 
matches around the 
country and was a well- 
known champion horse 
ploughman when he was 
a young man. I was 
quite well-known as a 
tractor ploughman and 
followed my father’s 
advice to do a good job, 
but always “Get in, get 
on and get out.” 

God willing, we will 
both be at the Vale 
Ploughing Match at 
Sealand Farm in 
September: Cyril 
judging the horse 
ploughing and I am 
taking part in the 
Ferguson Class 
ploughing. 

There must be 
something in the air 
around the Vale that 
keeps us both still 
hooked on ploughing in 
our 91st year!

Council could 
offer grants to 
‘freshen up’ 
properties 


LANDLORDS in 
Barry and Penarth 
could be given the 
chance to apply for 
council help to 
spruce up their 
properties. 

The Vale Council is 
considering making 
grants available to help 
landlords freshen up the 
fronts of properties in 
main routes through the 
two towns - in Windsor 
Road in Penarth, and 
Paget Road and Broad 
Street in Barry. 

New ‘lifetime loans’ 
for landlords to make 
their properties safe and 
warm are also being 
proposed by the council. 

The council wants to 
spruce up the frontages 
of properties at ‘renewal 
schemes’ proposed at 
100 to 160, 164 to 172, 
155 and 157 to 163 
Windsor Road, 2 to 7 
and 10 to 12 Paget Road 
and two-storey Broad 
Street Parade in Barry. 

Typical work would 
include renewing gutters 
and drainpipes and 
fascias, stone and brick 
cleaning, and replacing 
doors and windows. 

The schemes in Barry 
would aim at 
regenerating residential 
properties, but not shop 
fronts. 

Owners would not be 
able to alter the work 
done for five years after 
it’s completed - or else 
they would have to pay 
all the money back. 

It builds on similar 
schemes in the 


Castleland area of Barry, 
where 1,162 properties 
were refurbished by the 
end of 2016/17, and the 
upper section of Holton 
Road, where 27 shop 
fronts were renewed. 

The renewal schemes 
are joint funded by the 
council and Welsh 
Government. New 
interest-free ‘lifetime 
loans’ of up to £25,000 
would be available to 
owner occupiers 
throughout the Vale who 
cannot afford to carry 
out works to make their 
properties safe, warm 
and secure. 

The lifetime loans 
would be repayable only 
when the property is 
sold or transferred, on 
the death of the 
applicant or if the 
applicant stops 
occupying the property 
- whichever is earlier. 

Owner occupiers are 
already able to access 
loans to carry out basic 
repairs to properties - 
but they have to be 
repaid after five years. 

The council also 
provides loans to 
landlords to renovate 
empty properties and 
bring them back into use 
through renting or 
selling within a fixed 
period. 

If the policy is 
adopted, it will come 
into force on August 6.

mission goes wrong, 
leaving a dangerous 
weapon in the wrong 
hands. 

Warned that his past 
mistakes are catching 
up to him. Hunt, his 
allies (Simon Pegg, 

Ving I^ames, the 
returning Rebecca 
Ferguson) and his 
dubious allies (Henry 
CavilTs CIA agent 
August Walker) must 
try and repair the 
damage before it’s too 
late... 

The last entry in the 
Mission: Impossible 
franchise. Rogue 
Nation, was the series’ 
highpoint, a film that 
delivered smarts and 
action with incredible 
style thanks in part to 
Christopher 
McQuarrie’s strong 
screenplay and 
wonderful direction. 

Breaking with 
franchise tradition, 
McQuarrie is back in 
the driving seat for 
Mission: Impossible - 
Fallout, and he, along 
with Tom Cruise, has 
crafted one of the most 
phenomenal films of the 
year so far, a film that 
builds upon Rogue 
Nation and amps it up a 
couple of notches. 

While previous films 
have tended to stand 
alone in terms of plot, 
and the impact previous 
films have on it, this is 
a different kettle of fish, 
picking up strands left 
from the last instalment 
while taking the story 


into a new direction. 

While the twisting, 
turning, densely-packed 
story engages and offers 
up swerves and 
surprises, there is a 
sense of predictability 
in the air, but that’s part 
of the fun of these 
films, expecting the 
reveal before it happens 
(the face mask/voice¬ 
changing combination 
gets quite an airing 
here). 

It also sees familiar 
faces return from 
previous films (with one 
neat callback to the very 
first film) which makes 
this arguably the first of 
the series to be 
something akin to a 
direct sequel, part of a 
larger story, and it’s one 
that doesn’t want for 
detail. 

Neither does it want 
for tension or spectacle, 
the film never letting up 
for its running time, 
which is quite a feat for 
something that is nearly 
two-and-a-half hours 
long. 

Its relentless pace is 
incredible, the film 
veering through plot 
and action sequence 
with a verve and 
velocity that is hard to 
resist. 

The series has 
become the Tom Cruise 
show, and even though 
he’s hitting 56, the actor 
shows no desire to turn 
Ethan Hunt into a desk¬ 
bound admin man. 

Whether it’s 
helicopters, bike chases 


or visceral hand-to-hand 
combat. Cruise commits 
as ever to giving a 
sterling physical 
performance, while the 
cogs of the narrative 
work in such a way that 
this time, the stakes are 
heightened for the 
character on a personal 
level (arguably the first 
time since the third 
film), giving Cruise an 
opportunity to work his 
acting muscles too. 

New addition Henry 
Cavill provides another 
physical presence, the 
blunt instrument to 
Hunt’s scalpel, while 
Simon Pegg and Ving 
Rhames both get a 
chance to do a little 
more than be Hunt’s 
sidemen. 

Rebecca Ferguson, so 
memorable in the last 
one, gets the 
opportunity to delve 
deeper into her story 
and her relationship 
with Hunt, while the 
returning Sean Harris as 
the villainous Solomon 
Lane is as chilling as he 
was previously. 

Christopher 
McQuarrie also gives 
off a more confident air 
this time around; Rogue 
Nation was directed 
superbly well, but you 
feel that here he has 
more chutzpah to really 
get inventive and take 
the audience along for 
the ride (think 
Christopher Nolan’s 
leap in scope from 
Batman Begins to The 
Dark Knight). 


This is a film that 
thrives on spectacle, and 
thanks to the almost 
masochistic desire of 
Cruise to do pretty 
much anything, 
McQuarrie delights in 
raising the stakes 
throughout. There is a 
palpable sense of 
realism, the 
globetrotting locations 
playing host to all kinds 
of stunts, giving the 
film a wonderful texture 
visually. 

Considering we’re 23 
years into the franchise, 
it’s incredible to see 
mainstay Cruise 
continually raising the 
bar, and Fallout is 
another entry in what is 
becoming one of the 
most dependable series’ 
of modem cinema. A 
tmly wondrous 
spectacle, this is a 
phenomenal piece of 
work. 

VERDICT: 

Relentless, thrilling 
spectacle that doesn’t 
let up from the opening 
sequence. Mission: 
Impossible - Fallout is 
a tmly superb piece of 
filmmaking. Its plot 
may not carry many 
surprises, but the 
exceptional action and 
dense narrative more 
than make up for that in 
an incredible effort. 
Essential viewing.

WALES is strongly 
represented in 
rugby’s Everest

W ELSH 
Dragons 
Polocrosse 
Club is delighted to 
be playing at the 
Vale Show again 
this year. 

The club works 
closely with Pony Club 
and many of the riders 
are from local clubs 
Llangeinor and Dinas 
Powys. 

Polocrosse is an 
exciting equine sport 
which at its highest level 
requires advanced riding 
skills and nerves of steel; 
the pace is fast and 
furious. 

It’s a mixture of polo 
and lacrosse, with a 
touch of rugby thrown in. 
Polocrosse is played by a 
team of riders who 
change pace and 
direction in an instant 


while under attack by the 
opposition. 

Divided into six 
chukkas, the game is 
played with a racquet, the 
ball thrown in to a line 
out. The ball passes from 
player to player or is 
picked up from the 
ground until a goal is 
scored. Players fight for 
possession of the ball by 
attempting to hit it out of 
the racquet of the 
opponent. 

Sounds simple, but 
this is performed at a 
gallop on a field about 
the size of a football 
pitch. It is a riveting 
spectator sport, whether 
you are interested in 
horses or not.

Farmers’ 
union is 
looking at 
ways to keep 
livestock safe 


WORK by the 
FUW, in association 
with the Animal 
Welfare Network 
Wales (AWNW), 
has led to the 
production of 
distinctive black 
and yellow gatepost 
signs which aim to 
help combat 

livestock worrying 
in Wales. 

The signs, which are 
provided free of charge, 
will be available to 
collect from Wynnstay 
stores across Wales and 
the FUW is encouraging 
landowners to display 
these signs on their land 
to help persuade dog 
owners to enjoy the 
countryside responsibly. 

Member organisations 
from the AWNW joined 
forces to create the 
distinctive gatepost signs 
as part of the special 
initiative ‘Animals, Land 
and You’ which was 
launched last year at the 
Royal Welsh Winter Fair. 
This initiative aims to 
help ‘dogs, livestock and 
other animals live 
harmoniously alongside 
one another’. 

The organisations 
involved include the 
Farmers’ Union of Wales, 
Hope Rescue, The 
British Horse Society, 
Great Dane Care, 
Association of Pet 

Behaviour Counsellors 
(APBC),RSPCA Cymru, 
Redwings and The 

Donkey Sanctuary. 
Collectively, the AWNW 
works together with the 
shared aim of improving 
welfare standards for 
animals across the 

country. 


FUW Senior Policy 
Officer Dr Hazel Wright, 
said: “Dog attacks on 
livestock continue to 
plague our membership 
and represent a 
significant welfare issue 
in affected flocks. It is 
hoped that these 
distinctive signs will 
encourage and remind 
dog owners to be 
respectful of livestock 
when out in the 
countryside.” 

The importance of 
educating members of 
the public was 

highlighted during the 
Animals, Land and You’ 
flagship event where 
issues such as livestock 
worrying, littering and 
gates being left open 
were amongst the main 
problems raised by those 
living and working in the 
countryside. 

Over one quarter of 
those surveyed at the 
event had been directly 
affected by livestock 
worrying on their own 
farm. 

“The FUW continues 
to encourage dogs to be 
kept on leads near 
livestock and for dog 
owners to take dog waste 
home in order to avoid 
spreading diseases to 
livestock. The Union 
hopes that this important 
link with stakeholders on 
the AWNW will help the 
FUW’s messages reach 
even more members of 
the public and we look 
forward to working with 
members of the network 
on this and other relevant 
health and welfare 
initiatives,” added Dr 
Wright.

‘Web chat’ option 
for Vale Council 


PEOPLE across 
Wales could soon be 
able to ask about 
council issues such 
as fly-tipping and 
missed bin 

collections using 
‘web chat’. 

Three councils in 
Wales - the Vale Council, 
Rhondda Cynon Taff and 
Wrexham - are 
considering new call 
centre technology as part 
of a joint project. 

The new technology 
would allow people to 
contact their councils 
through a range of digital 
platforms including web 
chat in a bid to make 
customer service more 
efficient. 

The Vale Council’s 
cabinet this week 
approved plans to tender 
contracts for the 
provision of a new 
contact centre 

technology platform, 
together with Rhondda 
Cynon Taff and 
Wrexham Council. 


A report to the Vale 
cabinet says: “New 
technology will deliver 
opportunities to improve 
operational efficiency. 

“Councils and third 
sector organisations 
using web chat are able 
to demonstrate not only 
that they can support 
customers using a digital 
self-service option, but 
that customer service 
representatives are able 
to manage between three 
(Connect Assist) and five 
(Cornwall Council) 
customer conversations 
concurrently.” 

The new technology 
would also allow 
customer service staff to 
deal with enquiries from 
a range of channels, such 
as web chat, social media 
and email in a single 
work queue, which 
would improve 

efficiency, the report 
adds. 

The web chats, along 
with other platforms in 
the contact centre, would 
be available in English 
and Welsh.

An inspirational player, he made his 
name at Bridgend RFC before 
claiming higher honours. 

His family had already started a 
fundraising campaign to help others 
who might suffer from MSA - 
multiple system atrophy. Daughters 
Nia and Angharad have both run 
marathons to raise funds and 
awareness of MSA with Nia 
completing her third marathon in 
Liverpool less than two weeks after 
her father’s death. 

The whole family, including wife 
Claire and Sam’s five children - 
Matthew, Mark, Claire, Angharad and 
Nia - are committed to continuing his 
legacy. 

Sam’s son Mark told The GEM: 
“My dad passed away on May 12, but 
prior to his passing we as a family had 
embarked on fundraising for MSA 
Trust. MSA was the condition that 
ultimately took his life. 

“As a family we’re looking to 
cement his legacy by raising as much 
money as we can to hopefully find a 
cure for this debilitating disease and 
prevent any other families from going 
through what we and dad went 
through.” 

The family is planning a number of 
events in the coming months and local 
clubs are already getting involved. 

Mark explained: “The first 
challenge is a virtual 10k with 
participants encouraged to run, walk or 
crawl 10k either in one go or 
cumulatively in memory of dad with a 
medal - based on his Grogg - going to 
all participants at an entry fee of £15 


per person. 

“That covers the medal and postage 
with approximately £10 per entry 
going to MSA Trust. 

“Ideally we’d love to get as many of 
the sporting clubs in Wales and beyond 
as possible to participate, in addition to 
individuals. 

“One thought now pre-season 
training is under way is for clubs to 
incorporate the 10k challenge into a 
session (or two) and make it into a 
competition between clubs across the 
country but it’s open to all and just a 
bit of fun and an opportunity to raise 
funds in dad’s memory.” 

Vale United FC, at Corntown, 
completed their team effort recently 
and raised over £500 towards the 
campaign. 

The club’s chairman, Gerald 
McCarthy, said: “We did the challenge 
to raise awareness of multiple system 
atrophy.

‘Serious incidents’ 
are highlighted in 
latest hospital report 


CARDIFF and 
Vale hospitals have 
reported 45 
‘serious incidents’ 
to Welsh 
Government in 
May and June. 

They include six 
unexpected deaths of 
patients known to 
mental health services, a 
“significant medication 
error” in a child and 
five falls where a 
patient suffered 
significant injury. 

The unexpected 
deaths of a child in 
paediatric critical care 
and of another patient 
following an apparent 
incident of self-harm 
have also been reported. 

‘Serious incidents’ 
are defined by the NHS 
as events such as 
unexpected or avoidable 
deaths, permanent harm 
to patients, visitors or 
members of the public, 
or scenarios which 
threaten an 

organisation’s ability to 
deliver ongoing 
healthcare. 

Cardiff and Vale 
Health Board regularly 


reports all serious 
incidents in its facilities 
to the Welsh 
Government and the 
public. 

In May and June, the 
health board also 
reported that a number 
of investigations were 
under way for delayed 
follow-ups. 

A newborn baby had 
to be taken to the 
neonatal unit with a 
fractured collarbone 
following a difficult 
vacuum-assisted 
delivery, a report of the 
health board said. 

An increase in cases 
of pneumocyctis 
jirovecci pneumonia 
lung infections at 
Cardiff and Vale 
hospitals have also been 
reported to Welsh 
Government and Welsh 
Health Specialised 
Services Committee. 

An altercation also 
took place on health 
board property between 
two members of the 
public, resulting in one 
of them suffering injury. 
This was reported to 
Welsh Government as a 
‘no surprises’ incident

Patient satisfaction 
with the health board 
stands at 91 per cent, 
surveys distributed 
across the health board 
in May showed. 

Ruth Walker, 
executive nurse director 
at Cardiff and Vale 
UHB, said: “In line with 
our duty of candour we 
report all serious 


incidents to Welsh 
Government, the public 
and to our board in line 
with best practice. 

“Patients and their 
families are made aware 
of incidents and are 
kept informed during 
investigations and 
discussions with our 
clinical teams. 

“All incidents are 
fully investigated and 
appropriate actions are 
taken to reduce the risk 
of recurrence in the 
future. 

“This enables clinical 
boards and the 
corporate teams to 
identify areas of good 
practice but also to 
identify emerging trends 
and issues that require 
action in order to 
improve safety and 
quality of services.”

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Councillors’ 
concern over 
school budgets 


A third of schools in Bridgend 
county borough have budgets 
in the red, new figures show. 

Out of a total of 59 schools in the 
county there are 22 schools - 17 
primary, four secondary and one 
special school - with deficit budgets. 

While net overall school balances 
totalled £866,000 at the start of the 
2017 financial year, they fell by 
£506,000 to end at £360,000 on March 
31,2018. 

A report by officers, which went 
before councillors at a recent 
committee meeting, says that had the 
Welsh Government not provided a last- 
minute grant of £630,000 towards 
repairs and maintenance costs, the 
overall schools’ balance would have 
been a negative figure of £270,000. 

Speaking at the meeting on 
Wednesday, July 25, Cllr Rod Shaw, 
who represents the Pontycymer ward, 
said: “I do have concern that so many 
schools are in deficit. 

“Apart from home to school 
transport, which is over budget by 
nearly half a million, the schools 
themselves seem to have a particular 
problem in managing their budget, 
particularly when you take into 
account that £630,000 grant from the 
Welsh Government towards repair and 
maintenance costs. 

“There’s a significant trend in 
financial management that we need to 
look at in individual schools.” 

Committee chairman Cllr Cheryl 
Green added: “I’m very concerned that 
school reserves fell by half a million 
over a year, there’s not a half million 
left in school reserves.” 

Responding to the concerns, the 


council’s interim education director, 
Lindsay Harvey, said: “The challenge 
for us is to make sure schools are 
supported to bring about their recovery 
plans and have them signed off as soon 
as possible. 

“There are only two schools 
currently who are not in receipt of 
approved deficit recovery plans. 

“One of the schools, through very 
careful financial management, will 
hopefully bring their budget in within 
the next two years so we are seeing 
some very clear and effective 
management by schools on this.” 

He added: “It is a challenge, 
undeniably so, but we work very 
closely with finance colleagues, 
governing bodies and the schools 
themselves to make sure we can sign 
off these deficit recovery plans.” 

The end of year figures also shows 
nine schools - seven primary, one 
secondary and one special - have more 
cash reserves than they are permitted. 

The statutory limits for primary 
schools are £50,000 for primary and 
£100,000 for secondary and special 
schools. 

Above these limits, head teachers 
are required to submit detailed 
information to the council on why it 
has set aside the extra cash and when it 
will be spent, otherwise the council can 
take action to claw back the surplus 
amount. 

Councillors on the corporate 
overview and scrutiny committee 
agreed that the school budgets needed 
monitoring and have asked for a report 
on their finances to come back to 
committee in December or January.

Warning issued against 
recycling gas canisters 


A WARNING is 
being issued for 
Bridgend county 
borough residents 
not to put any gas 
canisters, such as 
those used in 
camping, out with 
their kerbside 
recycling or bin 
bag collections. 

During the past few 
weeks, several small 
fires have broken out at 
the Kier depot in Tondu 
due to gas canisters 
exploding when being 
compressed alongside 
other materials. 

Cllr Hywel Williams, 
BCBC’s Deputy Leader 
said: “During the 
heatwave, more and 
more residents have 


been eating outdoors 
using the portable gas 
stoves that are 
commonplace in 
camping and 
caravanning. 
Unfortunately, the gas 
canisters used for these 
stoves are not suitable 
for recycling at the 
kerbside. 

“Once plastics and 
metals are collected by 
the crews, they get 
compressed at the depot 
into bails for further 
processing. Because 
these cooking gas 
canisters contain traces 
of propane or butane, 
this creates an 
extremely dangerous 
combination when 
they’re compressed 
alongside flammable 
materials.”

“As bin bags are also 
compressed in the back 
of the refuse vehicles, 
the safest place to take 
gas canisters is to your 
local community 
recycling centre.” 

The council would 
also like to remind 
residents that aerosol 
deodorant cans and 
other household 
aerosols such as air 
fresheners CAN be 
recycled by being put 
into the blue recyclable 
sack along with plastics 
and metals. 

However, flammable 
aerosol spray paints or 
industrial aerosol 
varnishes are NOT 
suitable for kerbside 
collections and should 
instead be taken to 
recycling centres.

Cllr Bob Penrose, 
cabinet member for 
learning and culture, 
said: “The purpose of the 
document is to ensure the 
wellbeing, equality, 
safeguarding and support 
to all pupils in Vale 
schools. 

“I would, however, 
stress that this document 
is an advice document 
and is by no means 
mandatory or 

compulsory to any of our 
schools.” 


The spokesperson 
added: “This document 
has previously been 
referred to the council’s 
cabinet, as well as being 
approved by the learning 
and culture scrutiny 
committee. 

“As was 

recommended by the 
scrutiny committee, the 
‘toolkit’ will be subject to 
annual review to ensure 
it is always current, 
meaningful and 

applicable to this subject 
matter. 

“Other local 

authorities, who are part 
of the Central South 
(Education) Consortium, 
are now using this 
document as a guide to 
create their own toolkit 
for schools.” 


‘Don’t ignore bowel 
cancer screening test’ 


AROUND half of people living 
in the Vale ignore the bowel 
cancer screening test - people’s 
lives are at risk. 

Bowel Cancer UK, the UK’s leading 
bowel cancer charity, is encouraging 
people living in the area to take part in 
the screening programme. 

Bowel Screening Wales can detect 
bowel cancer at an early stage in 
people with no symptoms when it is 
easier to treat and there is a greater 
chance of survival. 

If you’re registered with a GP and 
aged 60-74, you will receive a test in 
the post every two years. You carry out 


the simple test at home in private and it 
comes with step by step instructions. 

More than 2,200 people are 
diagnosed with bowel cancer each year 
in Wales and over 900 people die from 
the disease. It’s the second biggest 
cancer killer in the country. However 
it shouldn’t be because it is treatable 
and curable especially if diagnosed 
early. 

The charity is raising awareness of 
the importance of bowel cancer 
screening, as part of their 
announcement of their new brand 
following the merger of Beating Bowel 
Cancer and Bowel Cancer UK in 
January 2018.

Glamorgan’s Blast 
hopes back on track 
after thrilling chase 


GLAMORGAN revived their 
hopes of reaching the knockout 
stages of the Vitality Blast after 
chasing down 195 with six balls 
to spare to beat Surrey by four 
wickets at the Kia Oval. 

They lost openers Aneurin Donald 
and Usman Khawaja with only 15 runs 
on the board, but Colin Meschede’s 43 
off 19 balls got them back on track 
before Kiran Carlson and Graham 
Wagg provided further acceleration in 
a fifth-wicket stand worth 59 from 31 
deliveries. 

Carlson hit five fours and four sixes 
in 58 from 32 deliveries and although 
he drove Rikki Clarke’s slower ball to 
mid-off in the 15th over, he left his side 
needing 39 from five overs and Wagg 
made sure there were no further 
alarms, finishing unbeaten on 46 from 

26 balls having earlier bowled four 
accurate overs at a cost of just 21 runs. 

Victory continued Glamorgan’s 
outstanding T20 record at the Oval. It 
was their sixth win in seven visits and 
made even better by the absence of 
captain Colin Ingram, who was ill, and 
Australian Joe Burns through injury. 

It was a blow for Surrey who would 
have gone top had they won - an 
outcome that seemed likely at halfway 
after Nick Maddinson’s 70 helped 
them to 194 for 4 on a surface being 
used for the second time after Surrey 
Stars had played Lancashire Thunder 
in the Kia Super League earlier in the 
day. 

Glamorgan would have been 
relatively pleased to remove Surrey’s 
explosive openers Aaron Finch and 
Jason Roy in successive overs to leave 
the hosts 58 for 2 in the seventh over. 
Finch (30) slapped a long hop to extra 
cover in the sixth over and Roy, whose 

27 included two sixes, failed to clear 
long on in off-spinner Andrew Salter’s 
first over. 

But Maddinson, whose previous 
three innings in his debut campaign in 
the Blast had brought him a modest 39 
runs, made his 10th half-century in the 
format before he was run out in the 
final over, having hit three sixes and 
five fours from 45 balls faced. 

The 26-year-old added 57 in 6.3 
overs with Ben Foakes for the third 
wicket before Ollie Pope joined him to 
put on 71 off 37 balls. 

Maddinson had a lifeline on 31 
when Wagg dropped a simple return 
catch in his follow-through before he 


had Foakes (27) well caught by 
Selman running back from long on 
later in the same over. 

Pope twice cleared the ropes as 
Surrey scored 57 from the final five 
overs and Glamorgan looked to be up 
against it when they lost both openers 
in the first three overs of their reply. 
Donald flicked Jade Dernbach to short 
fine-leg then Khawaja was well taken 
at mid-on by Gareth Batty off Tom 
Curran. 

But Meschede revived their hopes 
by hitting Batty’s first three balls for 
six before he was caught at short third- 
man off the fourth. 

Acting skipper Chris Cooke (5) was 
caught at long leg off Scott Borthwick 
and at halfway Glamorgan needed 101 
but Wagg deposited three successive 
balls from Borthwick into the stands 
and from then on his team always 
looked favourites. 

Wagg and Selman took them to 
within 12 runs of their target and 
although Selman (16) drove Tom 
Curran’s slower ball to mid-off, Salter 
swung the winning runs into the leg 
side off the final ball of the penultimate 
over to secure Glamorgan their third 
win of the tournament so far. 

Chris Cooke, acting Glamorgan 
captain, said: “I’m incredibly proud of 
everyone, that was a great run chase. 
We lost Joe Bums and Colin Ingram 
and I only found out I would be captain 
on the bus coming here but it was a 
triumph out of adversity and a really 
good win for us. 

“Kiran Carlson has got bundles of 
talent and his partnership with Graham 
Wagg won us the game but Colin 
Meschede hitting three sixes was a 
turning point. He has batted at No.3 
before and it was another dynamic 
innings which was just what we 
needed.” 

Jade Dernbach, Surrey captain, said: 
“At halfway we were pretty happy. 
Maddinson accelerated to what I 
thought was a defendable score but 
hats off to the Glamorgan boys, they 
produced some serious ball-striking 
out there. 

“The ball skidded on a bit more 
under the lights but a couple of their 
guys struck the ball beautifully and 
made it look fairly easy. Every time 
Glamorgan come here they seem to 
enjoy playing at The Oval so fair play 
to them, it was a good chase.”
